state capitol building 


Akansas Is proud of her magnifi- 


cent state house, which sets on a hill 
overlooking the city, the Arkansas 
river and historic Fort Root acioss 
the river 
Several acres south and 


west of the new capitol have been 
acquired by the state and made into a 
;>ark, but the legislature has postpon- 
ed action to acquire land north and 
east o fthe building which -was con- 
templated to round out the capitol 
grounds

Recently the Tennessee corporation 


j purchased several of these lots -and 
announced its intention to erect a 
large .apartment which "would over- 
look the capitol and even tower above 
the huge dome of the state house 
Immediately a movement was started 
by those who said they sought to 
maintain the beautj of the capitol 
and grounds to prevent the erection 
of the building 
Th's culminated in 


the passage of a cltv zoning ordi- 
nance, prohibiting 
the erection of 


buildings moie than three stories 
high within certain prescribed limits 
near the capitol 
The apartment corporation answer- 


ed with a petition in federal court 
asking for an injunction to restrain 
the mavor. aldermen and other city 
officials 
from 
enforcing the
